"Loaded" cigars, as instruments of 
mirth provoking torture, are likely to 
come into more general use among 
practical jokers on account of a new 
method of manufacture which lessens 
the danger of the exjilosic is. A small 
cartridge of powder, inserted in the 
middle of the cigar, was able to furnish 
a large amount of hilarity, but it was 
liable to damage the eyesight of the un- 
suspecting smoker who had been se- 
lected as a victim by 
tlie 
jokers. 
Serious accidents, followed by suits for 
damages, made the old style "loaded" 
cigar unpopular. 
When a man who 
has been known to indulge in fun 
the expense of his friends offered a 
cigar of the finest brand to an acquaint- 
ance he was obliged to answer such 
questions as "Will it go off?" or "Which 
way shall I point it?" A man with the 
reputation of a joker could keep a box 
of cigars open with safety. 
His friends 
would be sure to think that articles left 
exposed in such a tempting way were 
dangerous to fool with. 


Recently 
some manufacturer has 
adopted a method of "loading" cigars 
of a certain brand with a chemical cart- 
ridge which takes fire soon after the 
weed is lighted. 
There is no sudden ex- 
plosion which shatters the wrappers anc 
sends fragments of burning tobacco in 
all directions, but from the end of the 
cigar a stream of fire shoots out to a 
distance of about three feet in a direct 
line. 
It makes a man look for a few 
seconds as if he were a gas-tank an<3i 
held a piece of broken gas-pipe in his 
mouth. 
The man is in no danger so 
lohg as he keeps still and lets the cigai 
sputter away. 
To hold the weed firmly 
in the teeth at such a moment is 
better test of a man's nerve than to 
hang on to the end of a buraing Roman 
caudle. 
The chief danger to be feared 
that some man may drop a cigar and 
start a conflagration if he attempts to 
smok' 
oors.

Baptist minister of that city, in a letter 
to the New York Independent, as the 
basis of a protest against an attack upon 
me as a gentleman and minister of the 
gospel. Briefly (and departing from my 
usual indifference to ignorant and sec- 
tarian abuse) I put the truth of the mat- 
tor before you. The facts are these: 


In Aprill last during the progress of a 
wonderfully sweeping work of grace in 
Columbus, Miss,, while hundreds of men, 
women, youths and college students 
were being converted to Christ, it was 
brought to my attention most plainly 
that some of my brethren of the Bap- 
tist faith were prosecuting an open 
and aggressive system of proselytism, 
especially among the younger people. 
They went so far as to confuse the minds 
and consciences of many converts and 
to imperil their new-born faith. In some 
instances the children of parents of other 
than the Baptist faith were urged while 
thus absent from their homes and friends 
to join the Baptist church, upon the 
positive statement that its mode of bap- 
tism alone could be to them the seal and 
sure witness of their soul's salvation. 
Others were led to understand that they 
would be damned ii they were not im- 
mersed. They were thus led to doubt 
the reality of the religion of their fath- 
en, mothers and families from time im- 
memorial, and, in this dilemma, to draw 
back from their profession of Christ, 
[n this emergency of danger to so many 
souls, produced by a spirit so jesuitically 
at variance with the union work of evan- 
gelism in which we were engaged, and 
which God was favoring so mightily, I 
indignantly protested against this species 
of proselytism. In doing so I did tell 
the converts, this: 


'If any one approaches you in an at- 
tempt to proselyte you-as by telling you 
that immersion is the only and exclusive 
form of christian baptism-tell them that 
Sam Jones says they are liars. 
The effi- 
cacy of baptism is not so mnch in the 
mode of it, but in the person who is bap- 
tized, and the spirit in which he receives 
it. If yoii believe in immersion, be im- 
mersed; if you believe in pouring, be 
poured npon: if yon believe in sprinkling, 
besprinkled; but be sure that in the act, 
however it is performed, yon are wholly 
conseOTated to Christ" 


'The above has always been the tenor 
of my preaching when called to face like 
emergencies. That it was warranted upon 
the occasion in question will more fully 
appear from the statement that my co 
laborer, Mr. Small, during that meeting 
was the subject of like advice as that to 
which I replied, and he has now in his 
possession a lengthy letter from a Bap- 
tist 
minister of 
Columbus urging 
him to join the mioistry of the Baptist 
ohoroh as the only true ministry of 
Christ by virtue of its doctrine of bap- 
tism by immersion.

WASHINGTON, June 7. —I visited the presi- 
dent*» new country home to-day. 
It lies on 
the hills three miles west of the White 
House, and there is probably not a finer 
piece of scenery in the TTnited States than 
that which will be spread out before the 
presidentas eyes as he chats with his new 
bride on its front veranda. 
To the right 
the plain white shaft of the Washington 
monument, with its aluminum top blazing 
like a great white diamond under the last 
rays of the sun, peeps out above the g^reen 
trees, and directly in front rises the great 
Capitol buflding, its dazzling white dome 
not larger than a country bake oven in the 
distance, and the giant Rtatue of 
liberty 
on 
its 
top, which is really almost as 
tall as á two 
story 
cottage 
appearing 
no bigger than a twelve-inch pigmy. 
A 
good gliss would bring out the statue of 
Gten. Scott which stands upon its granite 
pedestal at the Soldiers' Home, and it is easy 
to point out the various objects of Washing- 
ton city. The city itself makes a beautiful 
sight. It shines out a living map dotted with 
80,000 trees, a poem of brick and mortar in 
Pompeiian red, with here and there a verse 
of dazzling white in the classic architecture 
of the marble buildings of the government. 
The back ground of this scene is the wooded 
hills of Virginia with Alexandria and the 
Potomac in its front and Mount Vernon al- 
most visible in the. distance. 


The president has here twenty-eight, acres 
of lawn an 1 trees. 
A grove of oaks and 
chestnuts f,t mds at the entrance to the estate 
and there are fruit and grapes about the 
house. A wire fence, with green woo.len 
posts surrounds the property and its grounds 
are rolling.

The house is an old-fashioned, square, two 
story aflfair, with a ridge roof of a very 
gradual slope. It has large rooms and a 
wide porch running across the frwit. 
The 
stones of which it is built are put together 
in all sort of shapes and the white plaster 
glares out between the cracks. The windows 
are large and are covered with green shut» 
ters, and those at the front open out upon 
the veranda. 
A wide hall runs through 
the center, and the chambers of the second 
story are large and roomy. 
The house con- 
tains about thirteen rooms, and it is of such 
a nature that it can be easily improved. 
As 
it is now, it needs {»int ba41y, and the pres- 
ident will not be able to live in it wittout 
materially increasing its size. 
I understand 
that he intends to add a Mansard to it, and 
to erect a tower which will give even a more

extended view than that from the veranda. 
Back of the house there is a small bam and 
a few outbuildings, and it seems to me that 
the whole of the buildings on the estate could 
be erected to-day for less than $5.000. Pres- 
ident Clevi-land paid $21,500 for the property, 
and it is of such a nature that it will be 
much more valuable than this at the close of 
his administration. 
The country home of 
Secretary Whitney, which is not far off, is 
now worth $50,000, and he bought it for $30,- 
000. The locality is a fashionable one, and 
the drive past these houses is nightly filled 
with the carriages of statesmen, millionaires 
and other people of Washington society. 
The president is to have possession of the 
house, I imderstand, about the 15th of June, 
but it will be some time after this before he 
will be able to get into it 
When he has im- 
proved it, it will compare favorably with the 
homes of the presidents of the past. 


Washington got Mount Vernon by inherit- 
ance, and it was a common chai ge of his 
enemies, when he was president, that he was 
anxious to have the national capital located 
at Washington that it might ircrease the 
value of his property. 
Mount Vernon lies 
sixteen miles below Washington city, and 
Washington's wife owned, at this same time, 
the Arlington estate, which is just across 
the river. 
Washington came to Mount 
Vernon shortly after he was married and 
his house then consisted of but eight rooms. 
He improved the house greatly after he be- 
came noted, and at bis death it was in the 
condition in which ii exists to-day. 
It is 
situated on a little hill on the banks of the 
Potomac, and 
the 
porch 
gives a fine 
view of the river. 
When Washington 
was an old 
man 
he 
used 
to 
walk 
up and down this porch to exercise for 
hours at a time, and he entertained here in 
grand styla 
The rooms of the interior are 
rectangular in shape, and one or two of them 
contain fine marble mantels. They are plain, 
however, in comparison with our modern 
houses, and the Moimt Vernon mansion will 
not compare with some of the country resi- 
dences of to-day.' The house is kept now in 
the same condition it was in when Washing- 
ton lived, and it is visited by thousands 
every year. 
Washington's estate at Mount 
Vem<m comprised 8,000 acres, and it had ten 
miles of river front 
When he die 1 he left 
a fortune of $500,000, and owned western 
lands and bank stocks to a large amount in 
different places. 
His live stock at Mount 
Vernon was valued at $35,000, without in- 
cluding the slaves, and he had no debts to 
speak of. 


John Adams lived at Quincy, not far 
away from Boston. He was rather eco- 
nomical in his habits, and he owned a 
pleasant little house therai 
He was a poor 
lawyer ,^hen he WM married, and such 
^operty as he owned- was the fruit of Ua 


own labors. 
His wife, Abljirafl. WM a 
preacher's daughter, and brought him noth- 
ing to speak ol 
He was poor when he left 
the presidency, and he did not leave much 
to his son, John Quincy Adams, who, in 
after years, lived in this same house. 
John 
Quincy Adams did better in the money 
wmj. He was in th 3 empk^ o(;the govern- 
ment for nearly fifty years, and he received 
daring this time aboiit $500,009 in s a l a r y 
Be owned a house just cpposifee the Ebbitt 
house in Washington, and be was the <»ly 
presi lent who kept a house of his own open 
at the same time that he lived in the White 
Hou<«. This Washington house was sold to 
one of the Washington millionaires recently, 
and it is now being turned into fashionable 
stores. 
Yankee frugality has made

JOHN ADAMS' HOME. 
Adams family wealthy, and some of John 
Adams' decendants are now millionaires. 
Southern extravagance has impoverished toe 
decendants of th© Washingtons and the Jef- 
fersons, and Washington'^ half million has 
been scattered to the winds. 


MONTICELI^, 
THOMAS 
JEFFERSON'S 
HOHB. 


Monticello, where Jefferson lived, is located 
on a little mountain, near Charlottesville, 
Va, 
It was here that he brought his red- 
headed wife, imd here he lived until h j died. 
Jefferson received quite a fortune from his 
father. 
He had a big income, and he was 
making a congressman's salary at the law at 
the time of his marriage. 
He got 40,000 
acres of land and 135 slaves wijth his wife, 
and he had about an equal portion himself 
at this time. 
Still he lived high, and during 
his latter years he sold his library to the gov- 
ernment for $23,000 to keep the wolf from the 
door. He died in debt, and his daughter 
taught school for a time iu the old mansion 
where her father had entertained so royally. 


Madiison lived within a day's ride of Jef- 
ferson, and his house, like that of Monroe, 
Jefferson and Washington, was modeled 
somewhat after the classic shape with a 
large portico in its front upheld by columns. 
He had his mother-in-law with him, but ope 
wing of his house was set off for her especial 
use, and this was known as her domain. 
It 
was furnished in old mahogany, and what 
were then the old style , hangings, while the 
rest of the house was furnished in the fancy 
French furniture 
so fashionable during 
Madison's presidency. 
Madison owned this 
hou^e at the time of hii marriage, and he 
was only six years younger than Cleveland 
is now when that event took place. 
His 
wife was not much older than Frankid 
Folsom. 
She was a widow and she npde 
one of the best ladies of the White House 
the country has known. Madison left her a 
fortune when he died, but the son of her first 
marriage spent it for her so rapidly that she 
was poor long before she died. 


Andrew Jackson built the Hermitage to 
please his wife, and the estate which sur- 
rounded it, lying about twelve miles from 
N^ashville, comprised 1,000 acres of fine 
land. 
Mrs. 
Jackson 
superintended 
its 
construction, and upon a friend of the gen- 
eral objecting to the site, Jackson said; 
"Mrs. Jackson chose this spot, and slie shall 
have her wish. 
I am going to build this 
house for her, and I don't expect to live in it 
myself." 
Jackson was at this time vary 
feeble. His wife, however, died before him, 
and she never came to the White House as 
its mistress. 
The Hermitage is now owned 
by Tennessee, though it is occupied by some 
of the Jackson family, or, rather, by the de- 
scendants of Mrs. Jackson. 
There has been 
talk of making a soldiers' home of it, and as 
it is now, I imderstand it is not kept in the 
best of order. Jackson, like many of the 
other presidents, lived too extravagantly for 
his own good. 
He spent all his salary while 
he was in the White House, and his hospi- 
tality at the Hermitage cost him a fortune. 
His wife was buried in the gardens of the 
estate, and when he died he was laid beside 
her.

Martin Van Buren's coimtry home was 
Lindenwald, but he, like John Adams, was 
poor when he married, and he had to wait a 
long time before he was able to venture into 
matrimony. 
By close economy he made a 
fortune during his lifetime and he died at 
his homestead surrounded by comforts. 
His 
wife died before he came to the White 
House. 


Tyler's country home was Sherwood. 
It 
was bought by his son for him while he was 
in the White House, and it consisted of 
about 1,000 acres on the banks of the James. 
He took his second wife, the beautiful young 
Julia Gardiner, to it after he left the White 
House, and it still belongs, I understand, to 
Mrs. Tyler, whose son, Gardiner Tyler, Is 
farming the estate.

President Polk's widow occupies the man- 
sion which he built in the heart of Nashville 
during the days of his prominencei 
It is a 
fine old house surrounded by a whole square 
of ground, filled with beautiful trees and 
flowers. 
It is known as Polk Place, and I 
am told that Mra Polk keeps President 
Folk's room in the same condition as when 
he lived in it 


Zach Taylor owned a cotti^e on the Mie- 
si»ippi near New Oi-leans at the time he waa 
elected president 
His wife did not like the 
White House, and she was more noted M a 
line cook of plain food than as a MMW 
queea 
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lawyer with a reiy small practice, and hi. 
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wife had n o t h i n g i n the way of property

After he left the prasidency she 
died, and he married a woman of Buffalo, 
who brought him in a dot which ran up in 
the himdreds of thousands.

He made a good deal at the law, and was

^eatlands, James Buchanan's residence, 
was offered for sale about a year aga 
He 
owned it while he was president, and spent 
his summer vacations there. 
When he died 
he left it, I think, to Harriet Lane; at least 
the property was owned by her until lately, 
if it is not now. 
It is an estate of twenty- 
two acres, lying a mila west of Lancaster, 
and giving a broad view of the surrounding 
country. 
The house is an old-fashioned, 
wide front, two-story brick building. 
It has 
a library on the east wing and a kitchen and 
laundry on the west 
A wide hall runs 
through the center, and off of this are the 
parlors. 
Buchanan bought the house of 
William M. Meridith, who was Zach Tay- 
lor's secretary of the treasury, and he paid 
Meridith the same price for it that it had 
cost him. 
Buchanan died a bachelor, and 
the story is that his beloved quarreled with 
him and died before the fuss was made up. 


President Lincoln's home was at Spring- 
field, and he occupied the Soldiers' H($me 
eotta.^e as his summer residence while he 
was president 
He had not a very fine man- 
sion, and there is nothing especially noted 
about his association with i t 


LINCOLN'S HOME. 


When Johnson was married he began to 
keep house in his tailor shop, and his wife 
taught him to write during the intervals of 
his pantaloons making. 
He is sail to have 
saved something from his presidential sal- 
ary, and when he retired he owned a plain 
two-rtory building in Greenville, Tennessee, 
which was extravagant neither in furniture 
nor architecture. 


Gten. Grant had a number of homes, and 
pictures of nearly all of them were given in 
the papers at the time of his death. 
He 
owned property in Washington, New York, 
at Long Branch, and at Gtiiena, Ills., and all 
of his houses were nicely furnished. 
He 
had nothing at all but his salary as lieuten- 
ant in the army wh^n he was married, and 
the fortune that he at last left came from his 
literary labors during his sickness. 


President Hayes still lives at his home at 
Freemont, O. His house is a large, two- 
story one, surrounded by forest trees, and 
having wide verandas running around the 
greater part of it 
It is in the town of Free- 
mont, and ought to be a valuable property. 
Hayes saved $75,000 while he was preaident, 
and it has been stated that he paid off all the 
debts upon his estate with this money. 
He 
received a large amount of property from 
his uncle, Sardis Burchard, and the home in 
which he lives was a part of the Burchard 
estate. 


President Garfield's home at Mentor is now 
occupied by Mrs. Gai^eld. 
It is a beautiful 
place, well furnished and comfortabla 
A 
fine farm siurounds it, and it is considered 
one of the prettiest little estates in northern 
Ohia 
Mrs. Garfield also owns a home in 
Cleveland, and she retains, I understand, the 
residencd which her husband owned in Wash- 
ington when he was a member of congress. 
This last is a very good, square, three-story 
brick house uiKtn Franklin park, not far 
from John Sherman's residence. 
It is worth, 
I should say, $20,000, and Mrs. Garfield's 
Cleveland residence is said to be worth 
$50,000. 


President Arthur lives in New York. 
His 
number is 23 Lexington avenue, and his house 
is a large one of four stories and a basement 
It is said that his wife's room in it is kept in 
the same condition as when she was alive- 
President Arthur loved his wife dearly, and 
he has respected her memory as well as any 
of the presidential widowers of the past

h a n d s a r e needed a n d c a n be obtained f o r 
small pay. 


H o w and where does she live? V e r y poorly, 
of necessity. 
In a cold a n d comfortless hall 
r o o m in some decent b o a r d i n g house, if she 
can afford even t h a t poor l u x u r y . 
If not, 
she clubs with three or f o u r others like her- 
self a n d hires a room in a tenement 
house, 
where they cook, sleep, a n d see all t h e life

the park, o r pet invited t o Coney

Sometimes she h a s parents, a n d it is often 
d o u b t f u l whether she is better or worse off in 
consequence; often the family is large a n d 
they all live in c r a m p e d quarters. 
Some- 
times she h a s a mother 
w h o mends h e r 
clothes, does her washing, a n d h a s a place 
for h e r a t the family table. 
Then she c a n 
eventually have her heart's desire, a silk 
dress! I h a v e a case in mind. 
She addressed 
envelopes a n d g o t ^ a week.

She is c h f e r y und smiling 
t h r o u g h it alL 
She pays her nickel f o r c a r f a r e as a n em- 
press would bestow a r o y a l favor. 
She ex- 
pends a few cents f o r luncheon a n d divides 
the purchase with h e r companions. 
Poor 
food is her portion, 
morning, noon a n d 
night. 
T h e u n h e a l t h f u l 
merchandise 
of 
cheap r e s t a u r a n t s constitutes the bulk of h e r 
bodily sustenance. 
Soggy pies, stale sand- 
wiches, greasy doughnuts, 
these 
a r e t h e 
luxuries she indulges in, because 
nothing 
else is offered low enough f o r h e r t o buy. 


W h a t p a y does she get? 
A n y t h i n g f r o m 
$3 t o i;10, b u t oftener n o t over $6, a n d n o t 
infrequently less t h a n 
that. 
If she h a s a 
room t o herself, ever such a little coiflu-like 
one even, it will cost her $2 to $2.50 a week. 
O u t of 
1 he small residue of her salary she 
m u s t p a y all h e r other living expenses. 
She 
is glad 
when s u m m e r comes, f o r s u m m e r 
clot lies cost less t h a n winter ones, a n d she 
can look well on comparatively liltle. 
She 
can even wear long silk gloves a n d a pretty 
h a t on Sundays, a n d then she will be sure 
to be invited to Coney Island 
occasionally. 
Altogether, the sutomer sweetens life in spite 
of its heat a n d discomforts. 


The working girl expects to be extricated 
some day. 
So she will be, b u t it will be a 
m e r e difference of t h e kind of toil, f o r she 
will be obliged to work h a r d e r t h a n ever. 
M a r r y sl'e will, of course; and since she ha-> 
only a few in her own sph r e to choose f r o m , 
she m a r r i e s a m a n who earns a t th^ most 
$12 or $15 a week.

AN ORDINAR CE 
Relating to the construction of a telephone 
line on certain streets and alleys in the city of 
Fort Wayne. 


Be it ordained by the common council of the 
city of Fort Wayne, Indiana. That the Citi- 
zens' Telephone company of the city of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., is hereby authorized and granted 
the right to erect and maintain upon the pub- 
lic streets and alleys of said city such poles 
and wires as may be necessary for the trans- 
action of its business with the right to connect 
its wires with private property. Provided, 
such poles or wires shall not obstruct or Inter- 
fere with the free use of such streets and al- 
leys. 


Said company shall not use both sides of any 
street for the erection of poles and stretching 
wires, but may, in case of necessity, but up 
what is known as "double construction" on 
any and all alleys of said city. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed 
by said company as an exclusive right. 


The poles of said company shall be smooth 
and pamted, and said company shall r-ay to 
said ctty or to any of its citizens any damaiies 
they sustain by reason of the rights and privi- 
leges herein granted to said company, provi- 
ded said damages arise through the neglect or 
fault of said company. 


Said grant shall include only such streets 
nndalle>8 as may be determined on by and 
between said city and company. 


In consideration of the rights and privileges 
herein granted to said company, they shall 
charge only legal rates for service and shall 
furnish said city for its own use first-class 
telephonic service at the rate four dollars ($4) 
per year each, and not to exceed five phones. 


Said elty shall have the right to use the poles 
of said company for its fire alarm service, 
provided it can be done without interfermg 
with the service of said company. 


The wires of said company on the main 
thoroughfares of the city shall be no less than 
forty feet from the ground and not less than 
twenty five feet in any part of the city limits. 


Any person who shall in any manner injure 
or interfere with th« free use of any such 
poles or wires, or any person who shall erect 
or maintain any telephone poles or wjres in 
any other manner than that provided in this 
ordinance, shall forfeit and pay to said city a 
fine of not less than $1 O"- more than $100. 


This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after date of its due publica- 
tion.

It lies on 
the hills three miles west of the White 
House, and there is probably not a finer 
piece of scenery in the United States than 
that which will be spread out before tho 
president'^ eyes as he chats with his new 
bride on its front vcrandn.

the plain white shaft of the Washington 
monument, with its aluminum top blazing 
like a great white diamond under the last 
rays of the sun, peeps out above the green 
trees, and directly in front rises the great 
Capilol building, its dazzling -white dome 
not larger than a country bake oveu in the 
distance, and the giant statue of liberty 
ou its top, which i! really almost as 
tall as a two story cottage appearmc 
no bigger than a twelve-inch pLjuiy. A 
good gliss would bring out the statue o 
Gen. Scott which stands upon its granite 
pedestal at tho Soldiers' Home, end it is easy 
to point out tho various objects of \Vauhiug 
ton dty. The city itself mnkes a bcautifu 
sight It shines out o living m.lp dotted with 
80,000 trees, a poem of brick and mortar in 
Pompeiian red, with hero and there a verse 
of dazzling white in the classic architecture 
of the marble buildings of the government.
